2. None of the documents cited in the international search report discloses the 
extraction of terpenes and/or terpenoids in the presence of a rotating magnetic field. 
The subject-matter of claims 1-21 is therefore considered to be new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

3. D1-D4 all refer to extraction methods, but they all lack the presence of a rotating 
magnetic field. The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as 
improving the extraction method. 

The solution to this problem proposed in the present application is considered as 
involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT), because there was no indication in the 
cited prior art as to this rotating magnetic field. D5 teaches the use of a magnetic field, 
but only after addition of magnetisable material. The person skilled in the art could not 
have arrived at the present subject-matter without taking an inventive step.
